S. Department ol‘ .Agriculture 
Specialty gardens 
are those that 
are out of balance when 
compared 
with the av erage. They usually are 
the result of seme special preference 
or a consequence of special 
condi­ 
tions. 
The first of 
the 
rock 
gardens 
probably grew 
out 
t.f 
a desire 
to 
transform and beautify rocky sites 
not suitable for m o.e 
conv entional 
gardens. Rock gardens are now al­ 
most in the fad stage, and in some 
instances hav e been dev eloped with 
loss Of an eye to beauty than to cur­ 
rent v ogue 
Nev ertheless, thev are 
teaching v aluable lessons 
m plant 
management and soil 
modifications 
and when 
some 
oi the 
less orna­ 
mental rock piles hav e been cleared 
away to permit the pursuit of still 
another fad, the gardens of America 
will surely 
hate 
benefited by the 
introduction of 
many 
new plants 
and v arieties. 
Other 
specialty 
gardens 
result 
from marked preference for and ad­ 
miration of a certain flower, family 
of flowers, or color of flowers. Rose, 
iris, 
peony, 
dahlia, 
chigsanthe- 
mums. lily, 
tulip, 
and 
delphinium 
gardens are 
familiar. 
Sometimes 
these are dev eloped to the exclusion 
of other plants. 
Some of the most 
charming gardens, howev er, dev elop 
,t considerable collection of a fav or­ 
ite v ariety and anange the rest of 
the garden 
to supplement and in­ 
tensify the beauty of the fav o rites. 
The Personal Touch 
Some gardeners plan specifically 
for a long and continuous season of 
bloom, and make a point of hav ing 
no day in the season without fresh 
bloom. 
Still others fav or the “ blue 
garden,’ 'including 
only flowers 
in 
harmonious shades of blue, or per­ 
haps the “ bright 
or w hite’’ garden 
with brilliant reds and yellcws set 
off with borders of white blossoms. 
Almost any of the 
specialty gar­ 
dens, n they are to prov e successful, 
call for progressiv e dev elopment as 
the gardener learns 
by experience 
and comes to know 
his plant m a­ 
terial more intimately. 
There are 
other specialties 
that 
are enforced by conditions which the 
gardener is unable to modify.

soil may be poor, and until he can | 
improv e it he must depend un 
the

thriv e in poor soil, some doing ev en 
better 
than

loam. Some of these are: lov e-lies- 
bleeding, 
pnnces-icather,

portulaca, 
grass-pink, 
sweet alyssum, garden 
balsam and 
calliopsis, as 
well as a cc n&iderable 
number of peiennials and rock gar­ 
den plants. 
I lo wers fo r Shade 
Particularly 
in the 
cite s 
many 
gardeners labor under the handicap 
ol north exposure and restricted sun 
light for the garden. Ev en here gar­ 
dening is by no 
means imjxissible. 
By catering 
to 
the soil 
require­ 
ments oi plants that 
will bloom in 
partial or heav y shade the gardener 
may dev elop attractiv e displays and 
enjoy perhaps 
greater 
satisfaction 
that some gardeners whose plots a. e 
brilliantly lighted.

The treatment of the condition in 
its sev ere forms 
leq&ures careful 
medical study.
